For the first five mojiths of every year you are not 
working for yourself arwj your family, rather you are wok- 
ing to feed the tax appetite of big government. 

That’s right. Sad though it may be, 43 per cent of 
the average working ijerson’s salary goes to pay taxes 
at one level or anotiier of government. 

Little wonder then, the people of California have had 
their fill. If escalating inflation and ihigh interest rates 
don’t get us, then government big spending surely will. 

Tlie surest way to reduce govemmeait spending is to 
ta.ke the money out of the hands of the bureaucrats and 
keep it in the private sector where it will be used to 
create more jobs, encourage investment and raise our 
general standard of living. 

This is precisely the intent and the result of Proposition 
9 which will be before the voters oin tlie June 3 election 
ballot. 

Proposition 9 cuts state personal income taxes by 30 
per cent. 

It takes yie money out of the hands of the bureaucrats 
and puts it back in your wollet where it belongs. 

That’s only a two to three per cent reduction of the 
estimated $32 billion to be spemt by governments. Surely 
tile bureaucT,ats can figure ut where to cut tliree per cent 
in their budgets! 

Make no mistake about it though, there is violent op¬ 
position to Proposition 9. 

We ahe hearing some frmciful stories that California 
is facing economic ruin if the measure is pa.ssed. It’s like 
a replay of the stories we heard about Proposition 13. 

Remember those? Our schools would be closed . . . 
no more police or fire protection , . . •unemployment was 
going to skyrocket. 

But .schools are not clo.sed. Police and fire protc'ction- 
remains co.nstant and the state’s own Department of Com¬ 
merce reports that over one-half million new jobs have 
been created in the private sector since the passage of 
Proposition 13. 

One of the strongest arguments oponents or Proposi¬ 
tion 9 use is that it is a “welfare plan for the rich.’’ They 
point out that under Proposition 9 taxpayers in higlier 
brackets would pay less taxes — which only stands to 
reason if taxes are cut across the board. 

But let’s look closer. Currently, taxpayers earnings 
$40,000 yearly pay 70 per cent of the total government in¬ 
come tax bill. When Proposition 9 passes, Uiese taxpayers 
will be paying 79 per cent of the total government income 
tax bill. 

And the person with an income of less than $20,000 
yearly would not have to pay any taxes at all. 

So much for that contention. 

'The basic fact is that Proposition 9 makes good econo¬ 
mic sense for every wage earner and every taxpayer in 
California. 

In today’s changing econorriic times each of us must 
learn to live within a realistic family budget. Government 
must also come to terms with these new economic reali 
ties. 

EDITOR’S OTE: — There is something really incon- 
grous about the above editorial. The statements are true 
in every way, and come to us as a “suggested editorial” 
from a member of the State Legislature and was more than 
likely sent to every newspaper in California, numbering 
several hundred and was prepared on titree-color embossed 
stationary in a three-color embossed envelope; a luxury 
to say the least. In our many years in the newspaper busi¬ 
ness we have yet to receive its equal from any business in 
the private sector. No doubt this is one area where a 
fairly substantial savings could start.

Re<-ently, an Ai my recruit¬ 
ing officer gave a presenta¬ 
tion to the .student bod.v at 
my daughter’s .school on the 
benefits jf joining the U.S. 
Army. To join the Army, he 
said, girls, not boys, had tc 
liave a high .school diploma. 

Is this true and do ail 
branches of the Armed Serv¬ 
ices have this different re- 
quirment for boys and girls? 
Sounds unfair to me!

Answer: 

The C.ilifornia Commis¬ 
sion on the Status of Wo¬ 
men believes entrance re¬ 
quirements for all branches 
of the Armed Serv ices 
sliould be the same for all 
enlistees. Con.soq.uently, your 
inquiry prompted us to do 
some checking with Califor¬ 
nia’s Congressman Vic Fa¬ 
zio. who has served on the 
Congp-essional Armed Serv¬ 
ices Committee. 

His office has informed us 
that the U.S. Army changed 
its admission standards Iasi 
fall to eliminate the high 
school diploma requirement 
for girls. However, it is our 
understanding that the 
Army iias already met its 
reenuitinent goals for women 
for the calendar year 1980. 
so their applications may 
not be accepted until ncxi 
year. 

According to the recruit¬ 
ing office headquarters in 
Sacramento, the only branch 
of the Armed Services which 
still has different require¬ 
ments for girls and boys is 
the Marine Corps. They re¬ 
quire that 100 per cent of 
the women enlisted have 
high school diplomas, while 
only 75 per cent of the men 
must have a high school dip¬ 
loma, and the other 25 per 
cent must have completed 
Ihc 10th grade. 

The Air National Guard 
and the U.S. Navy require 
a diploma of both girls and 
boys. The Air Force and 
Coast Guard do not require 
a diploma of either sox; 
liowev'er, enlistees in the 
Coast Guard who are not 
high school graduates need 
to score slightly higher on 
the entrance exam than do 
high school graduates. 

It ma.v bo that the recrui¬ 
ting officer who spoke at 
your daughter’s school failed 
to fully clarify the current 
requirements. May I s,uggest 
you contact your local re¬ 
cruiting office for more in¬ 
formation. 

Question: 

I am considering going 
into busines with a friend. 
Unfortunately, we don’t 
know a lot about how to 
proceed with our plans. And 
as women, we are especial¬ 
ly concerned about obtain¬ 
ing adequate financial as¬ 
sistance to get us started. 
Are tliere any special pro¬ 
grams designed to help wo¬ 
men such as ourselves?

Answer: 

According to the U. S. 
Small Business Administra¬ 
tion (SBA), one of their ma¬ 
jor goals is to help women 
become successful indepen¬ 
dent entrepreneurs. 

Even though women com¬ 
prise more than half of the 
nation’s population, t h c y 
own fewer than five per cent 
of its businesses. 

Aside from several loan 
programs designed to meet 
a variety of a business-per¬ 
son’s needs, the SBA offers 
pre-business workshops to 
help participants determine 
whether they are ready to go 
into business. Once an indi¬ 
vidual decides to go ahead. 


•SBA will help develop a 
workable business plan and 
arrange follow-up assistance. 

The Small Business Acl- 
inini.stration also has several 
publications available to as¬ 
sist you in developing your 
plans. One such publication 
is "Starting and Managing 
a .Small Business of Your 
Own” which offers informa¬ 
tion on various aspects ol 
business ownership, includ¬ 
ing how much money you 
need to get started and 
whore to get it.
